Grey _ Institute of Field 
Ornithology,- Oxford,. tells of 
resoarehes) made by plotting 
starlings, blackbirds, rcdwings, 
and chnffinches on radar as 
they left England in the early 


spring. 
‘EVIDENCE 

Tho cvidence from radar 
height finders and other sources 
indicated “that, over the sea, 
the birds maintained o constant 
heading by means of theix sense 
of direction, based on the 
position of the sun or stars. 

But, adds ‘Dr Lack, they did 
not “correct for wind drift.” 

Dr Lack says: “'Provisionally, 
the radar evidence suggesis that 
miprants, meeting fully  over- 
east skits over tho oca, fy 
nround = irregularly and: in- 
decisively, in which case thelr 
eventual direction will be that 
of the wind at the time,”"—

RE. you among the four to eight per cent of 
human beings who happen to be left-handed, 


or do you number any left-handed persons among,

If so, has it been your opinion that left-handed- 
ness carries disadvantages — other than the dis- 
advantage that some-parents and schoolteachers 
have done their best to ‘correct’ this phenomenon 
in the young, though nowadays such efforts to 
make children conform to the general pattern of 
relying mainly on the right hand are usually 


frowned upon? 


It may not ' be generaily 
realised that = left-hnndedness 
can sometimes be a distinct 
adventage, This is the case in 
various sports, including boxing 
and baseball, where a departura 
from the normal can confuse 
the apposition. It is also the 
cosc in certain,,trades and 
crafts, where a. left-banded 
person can morc easily perform 
spceific tasks that would prove 
awkward for the: right-handed 
individual,

stale, | 

Now ‘athletics: meang hard 
work all the year round. = The 
great Emil Zatopek showed tho 
value of this. And it applics 
even to sprinters. The emergence 
of England's sprint challenge can 
be traced to the hard work’ put 
in last winter under the advice 
of recently’ retired champion 
Brian Shenton. 

And man-of-the-meeting at 
Cardiff, sprinter-hurdler Kelth 
Gardner, of Jamaica, trains for 
sprinting by running quartcr+ 
miles. And tough ones, at that. 

So who is’ to say dogmatically 
that bettar methods will never 
be devised? 

This record cult Is often a 
dangerous one. The fact that a 
man can retum a certain time 
under in conditions docs 
not guarantee success over 2 
man who has not achieved such 
a time, 

Tactles can be the all-lm- 
portant factor in a race. And It 
ig this side of running at Cardiff 
which I think heralds such an
